Dear Mr, Rudd: 

Or might I say cousin Olney? You would be my father's cousin and my 2nd 
cousin. Thank you so very much for the papers you sent. I'll at least send you 
the postage for them, I do appreciate them. 

The Diary of Sarah Rudd was interesting. The "family tree" attached to 
that is part hers and part her husband James Rudd*. ..that the Rudd part pertains 
to us. Aunt Katherine (also your cousin) who lives in Albuquerque had said "there's 
Spanish blood somewhere", but it hadn't shown up until I saw this Rudd family tree. 

So, new I have to trace back on William Rudd, He was your great-grandfather 
and my great-great grandfather, I'm wondering if he might have married a gal whose 
last name was "Mann" for ay father and grandfather to be named "William Ifenn Rudd", 

The other paper you sent on Eliza Catherine Rudd was a copy of ny grandmother 
Rudd's life history and Aunt Katherine had given me that some time ago,,,so I knew 
pretty well her history. However, as she didn't mention much about the Rudd side 
I knew I'd have to hunt that out. 

A young (?) man named Wayne Clark in North Little Rock is searching for 
the Clark History. I should guess, until 1 find out for sure, that Nancy Clark 
who married Nathaniel Rudd had a brother Thomas H, Clark. .. 1*0 married Nathaniel 
Rudd's sister Rebeoca. Both families came from Tennessee about the same time to 
settle in Carroll County, 

IS*. Clark sald-his great-grandfather Thomas H. Clafk was the first sheriff — 
of Carroll County, but he went into the Territorial Legislature in 1835, and 
N. (Nathaniel (?) Rudd was made sheriff. Thomas H. Clark was also a school teacher, 
and was apparently shot in front of the school in 1850, 

If you know anything about any of these people I’d appreciate it, and so would 
Wayne Clark, because they'd be a great -Aunt and -Uncle of yours. 

Grandma Rudd mentions Albeit; Pike was "a cousin of William's" (her husband) 

But so far I haven't found any family connection between the two. Would you know 
about that? 

According to the book "Reluctant General, the Life and Times of Albert Pike", 
he was born in Bos ten in 1802, ak a sfcAihaxaaawxy mac my grandfather Win, M, Rudd, Sr. 
was born in Tennessee in 1827, Maybe the Pikes were related to the Clarks.. .or 
with the first William Rudd being a sailor, maybe he cams from Boston. I think his 
history should be most interesting, especially with his father being a Spanish sailor. 

I note Nancy Clark was born in Spa, Kentucky. It isn't on the map now, but 
probably was once, like Rudd, Arkansas used to be. Maybe * can write to the Kentucky 
Archives and see wtat they know about Spa, and the Clarks from there. 

Your Uncle Jim settled in Kingfisher, Oklahoma, I understand, but so far I 
haven't heard from his grand-son there. Not that I really need to, with your giving 
me the family tree. 

If you lean ay any more about older family history I'll very much appreciate 
knowing it. Thank you again so very much for giving me all that you have. 

I'd like to visit Arkansas next spring, if I can afford the trip£ It sounds 
like a pretty place, your part of the country. And I'd like to meet y eta all.

She seems to have been the sort of person to 
"keep records", as witness her diary of their long cross-oountry tiip, and her 
no doubt drawing up her and her husband's family tree. 
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
